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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 (page 11), under the definition of R 2 , there is a valence 
problem in the substituent NR 22 R 23 OH. In claim 1 (page 13), under the 
definition of R 52 , "C1-C6 alkyl" should be changed to "C r C 6 alkyl". In 
claim 1 (page 14), under the definition of R 53 , "CI" should be changed 
to "CI" (e.g. chlorine) and "CC1 3 " should be changed to "CC1 3 " (e.g. 
trichloromethyl). Also see claim 2 (page 18) for same. 
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In claim 1 (page 15), there are definitions for variables R 31 and R 32 . 
However, it is not clear what R 31 and R 32 are defining since the variables 
do not appear on the structure of Formula I or II nor are the variables 
used in other variable definitions in claim 1. It is noted that R 31 is used 
in an expression defining R 3 in claims 2 and 3. 

The definition of the K variable in claim 1 (page 15) is confusing. 
The expressions "at most two substituents on the being, comprising 
NR kl R k2 wherein R kl and ^ re" and "substituted by an alkyl radical C r 
C 6 -alkyl" found in the definition of the K variable is unclear as to its 
meaning. It is not clear if K represents a substituent other than phenyl 
or if the substituents following "on the being" are possible substituents 
on the phenyl ring. Originally, the K variable represented a phenyl which 
may carry at most two substituents R. The R was not defined in the 
claim. Also under the definition of K in claim 1, "are" is misspelled. 

What is "arid" under the definition of R 21 and R 22 in claim 2 (page 
17)? The use of "can be" in claim 2 under the definition of R 53 is 
indefinite because it implies additional unrecited substituents. 
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Claims 2 and 3 are replete with variables (e.g. R 31 ) and substituents 
which lack antecedent basis from claim 1. See in claim 2, for example, 
wherein R 2 is an alkyl, CN, NR 21 R 22 , NHCOR 23 , OR 21 ; the definition of 
R 3 ; R 4 being NR 41 R 42 NH-CO-R 43 OR 41 ; R 5 being NR 51 R 52 ; R 52 being Q. 6 
alkylphenyl, -(C=0)R 53 , etc. Also see the following. 

Claim 6 lacks antecedent basis from claim 1 because of R 2 
representing a Q. 6 alkyl and CN. Claim 7 lacks antecedent basis from 
claim 1 because of the definitions of R 3 and R 31 and its definitions, etc. 
Claim 8 lacks antecedent basis from claim 1 because of the definition of 
R 3 . Claim 9 lacks antecedent basis from claim 1 because of R 52 being an 
optionally substituted phenyl ring. Review of antecedent basis and 
correction in claims 2-9 is required.
